by uaremitting indultry, enriched thenifelves from 
inexhaultible fources of wealth on our own coaiis, 
though fo long negle&t:d by the inhabirants- ~The 
two vefelsy “or wherries, who have the honour of 
this difcovery are, the Profperous Mary, Nicholas 
Kain thaiter, and the Joan and Mary, Mathew 
Kain imaftér, from Roffes in Ireland. They were 
on this cgalt at the cod and ling fifhing, lat fom- 
mer, and have been very fuccefsful, particularly off 
the Ifland of Erifka, in South Uilt, the property of 
Mr Macdonald of Boifdale; they found out two 
new banks betwixt the Ifland of Barra, and the If1- 
and of Tyrie, which abound with thefe and other 
kinds of fith. ‘The principal bank lies about five 
leagues from the Deer Ifland, bearing fouth and by 
eaft from faid ifland, ia about +10 fathom water, 
where one of the wherries catched 8do0‘ling, 200 
feate, 60 cod and tuk, and 100 eels, at three 
draughts or hawls, of their lines. ‘The other wher- 
ry caught 600 lingy 100 fcate, 60 cod and tulk, 
and 100 eels, by two hawls or draughts of their 
lines. The other bank lies off Deer Hand near 
two leagues, bearing about fouth and by weft from 
jt. The fifth taken’on this bank were found in a- 
bout 120 fathom water, were remarkably large, and 
of a variegated fpotted colour, and only got upon a 
particular place or fpot of the bank. Some of the 
proprietors. of théfe coafts and iflands have made 
trails of the cod and ling fithing for many feafons 
pat, and have been pretty fuccefsful ; but, from ex- 
perience, they find that the Irith, who come fre- 
quently there, do far excel them, owing to the con- 
veniency and advantage of their wherries, which are 
well conftructed for that purpofe; and as the can put 
to fea and go at any diftance in fearch of banks and 
fithing grounds, they are of courfe the fitteft and 
_ beft calculated forthe fifhing on thefe coafts. Ad- 
veoturers, in my humble opinion, will merit the pu- 
blic aid. _ A [mall encouragement from the Hon. 
Board of Truftees, by giving them’a few hooks and 
lines, would ifdifce them to come ont next feafon 
- better prepared and equipped with proper tackling, 
in queft' of more.of thefe banks ; and I have no 
doubt but fach new difcoyeries might be made as 
would raife‘a fpirit of adveature and emulation a- 
mong the batives and inhabitants on thefe coatts, by 
which means they would become as expert ar this 
kind of fithing as any of the Irith or other people.—
